Tree* we have etatlst- 
iCB. but they do not give us any idea of relative values and as -^hts 
is a school primrily for development, its progress and the value of 
its training can only be determined by time. 



Our statistics show that in October of the year 1907, when “we 




began the work of the new school in the schoolroom of the Baptist 
Church just over the way. the majority of the new pupils were seeking 
training for the stage. Of the dramatic department of this school, 
cradled in a church, and of these its students, I could write and say 
much. That some of them did not understand us nor our work is shown , 
by their report of our cause. It is gratifying to note how the i>ersonnel 
of the school has changed since then. In that first year of 1906 - 
1907, one hundred and twenty-two students were reristered in the 
different de^.^artments of the school’s activities and t.ae receipts of 
the school for thi^t year amounted to 3,529.75. 

In the year 19C7 - 1908 ve v.-ere again besieged by stage-struck 
students and it was a discouraging experience to find student turn- 
ing away from our doers when we outlined our courses of study, instruct- 
ion which h?.d to do first with the education of the individual before

from stage or platform. During that year our registration was pne 
hundred and sixty pupils and our receipts totalled ^ 3,387.02.

In the year 1909 - 191C we registered 
two Irmdred and one students and increased cur revenue to 4,C77.£i, hut 
::rs. Laton and our Directors generously increased our teac;\er? * salc-.ries 
thereby incre-^sing the loss to -^rs. baton’s accc'ont to z l,d7o.cd. 

Le.st year ISlC - 1911 brought us most desix-ahie students, ^J.mest, 
intelligent girls who believe in theTtselves and ^re proving that they are 
willijag to work. The report of our official auditor is gratifying, show- 
ing that the registrr.tion has increased to two hundred and sixty, and the^ 
receipts of the year to 5 5,824.26, thereby reducing the loss to v 682.64.
